Farmers Warned to Test 
,Germination of Their 
Seed. 


It has come to the attention of 
the Alberta Department of .\gri- 
culture that a large percentage 
of grain in the Proyince is dis-\ 
playing poor germination qual- 
ities. Tt is most important that 
before seeding commences, — the 
farmers should have vheir  sced 
thoroughly testd for  germin 
atior, This can be dene for a 
normal fee by sending samples 
to the dominion seed branch 
It ds believed 
that there is plenty of good qual- 
ity secd in the province to fill all 
demands, but it is important 
that farmers make certain of the 
quality of their seed before sced- 
ing. ‘Those who thaye not made 
arrangements for seed, or who 
Ihave not seed available may sec- 
ure high quality seed through 
the provincial marketing plant at 
Kmonton,

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National Aspect of Problems 


of Canadian Farmers 


President of Canadian Council of Agriculture, et Annual Meeting in 
- Regina, Reviews Work and Organization of Council and 


In opening the annual meeting of the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture at Re- 
gina on. February 23rd, the President, 
W. A, Amos, who is also President of 
the United Farmers of Ontario, bricfiy 
reviewed the workeand organization of 
the Council, and vigorously repelled 
some recent attacks made upon it. 

“The Council,” said Mr. Amos, “has 
performed a great service for the farmers 
in Canada. Financially it has saved or 
secured for them in the price received 
for their grain and other produce in 
transportation charges, and in_ other 
ways, hundreds of millions of dollars, 
Fducationally it has stimulated their 
thougit and provided them with material 
for study which has enabled them to be- 
come better farmers, better neighbors, 
ond better citizens, Although not a 
political organization it gave in 1921 a 
load which resulted in agriecniture for the 
first time securing anything like adequate 
representation in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, and in introducing higher ideals 
and higher standards into the public 
| life of the country. Tn a legislative way 
it has been instrumental in securing the 
enactment of such measures as will 
ameliorate sociat and economic injustices 
and will make for a better citizenship? 
Its record of achievement therefore 
speaks for itself and T would like to 
ask those who have persistently criticized 
the Council and ita membership what 
they have accomplished which will in 
any measure compare with it. 

“The necessity for a farmers’ organi- 
zation, such as the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture, is constantly being demon- 
strated. Most of the larger problems 
which confront the agricultural industry 
and whose solution is riecessary to agri- 
cultural prosperity, are of a national, 
or at lenst an inter-provincial character. 
Transportation questions, ine] nding 
freight, express, lake and ogean rales, the 
customs tariffs and other form of federal 
taxation, the banking, currency and 
financial systems of the country, the 
regulation of the grain trade, of the 
livestock industry, and of other branches 

Mf agriculture, the commercial relations 
of Canada with other countries involving 
markets for agricultural produce, federal 
legislation, government adminictration 
venerally, Tn all these thines tlie 
interests of the farmers in every province 
of Canada are usually found to be 
\dentical, 


“The membership at the present time 
consists of the United Farmers of 
Quebec, the United Farmers of Ontario, 
tho United Farmers of Manitoba, the 
Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ Associa- 
tion, the Grain Growers’ Guide, the 
United Farmers of Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan Co-operative Elevator Company, 
the United Grain Growers and the 
United Farmers of Ontario Co-operative 
Company. At meetings of the Council 
each of the companies is entitled to four 
representatives consisting of its execu: 
tives or their appointees. In addition, 
the provincial associations are each 
entitled to five representatives one at 
least of whom must be a woman, The 


rc

constitution also provides that the 
women representatives in attendance at 
any mectings of the Council may meet 
separately to discuss matters in which 
women are particularly interested, and 
that when so mecting they shall form 
the Women’s Section of the Council.” 

Mr. Amos pointed out that the Council 
has no jurisdiction over the. bodies in 
membership, each of which retains com- 
plete control over its own policies and 
activities, and it is in reality a confer- 
ence of the ‘representatives of the 
affiliated bodies. 

The Council acts only by unayimous 
consent, and when it does take action 
on any public question, it speaks for all 
the organizations affiliated in its mem- 
bership and not merely for a majority 
vote in Council meeting, 

“This explanation of the procedure in 
the Canadian Council of Agriculiure,” 
stid Mr. Amos, “should be sufficient 
answer to the statements that I under- 
stand have been widely cireulated by 
certain persons that the Council ia 
dominated by the farmers’ companies, or 
to be more specific, by the United Grain 
Growers and the Saskatchewan Co-opera- 
tive Rlevator Company. Even if majority 
rule did prevail, those companies could 
not deminate the Council because they 
between them are only entitled to eight 
representatives at the Council meeting, 
compared with twentv-five from the pro- 
vincial associations, During eight yveara 
in which T have been in attendance at 
the meetings of the Council, there ‘has 
never been an_ instance where the 
farmers’ companies or any one of them 
have caused the defeat of any project 
iupported by the provincial associations. 
During my experience there have been 
only two occasions where the represen- 
tatives of a single organization have pre- 
vented the Council taking action or de- 
claring its policy and in each of these 
instances it was a provincial association 
which entered the protest.” 

“The prevailing opinion,” said Mr. 
Amos, “is that our Canadian system of 
organization, of which the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture ig the co-ordin- 
ating body, surpasses all others> 
and has accomplished vastly more for 
agriculture,” 

At the. International Convention on 
Co-operation held at Philadelphia laat 
year, nothing so great in scope and 
results seemed to have been accomplished 
in any other country, As recently as 
Wbruary 7th of this year the press 
renoris of the International Conference 
of Wheat Pools emphasized the 
superiority of Canadian Poola hoth in 
their organization and in the personnel 
of their representation, and go on to 
say——“The value of the work done by 
the farm organizations in Canada was 
never more apparent.” 

Mr, Amos concluded his address with 
the words—‘Nothing would please those 
who are not in agreement with organ: 
ized agriculture more than to see our 
ranks divided. Only with a natfonal 
outlook and united action are we going 
to achieve the results for which we are 
striving.”
